To an interested onlooker and 
one who believes that in organiz¬ 
ation and co-operation lies the 
means of lifting Agriculture to 
its proper place amonv the indus¬ 
tries- of the country the spectacle 
presented by many farmers 
around Edgerton during Ihe past 
few wweeks has been a very dis¬ 
heartening and depressing tone, 

An outside stock-buyer came 
into the town, and judging by ap¬ 
pearances these farmers vied 
with each other in seeing who 
who could first land their stock 
into his hlands. 

The fact that he paid his own 
price, that he bought just what, 
he wanted and no more, that he 
went out when he had his quota, 
and will not return until he feels 
like it, that in the mean time the 
country can hunt its own market, 
did not appear to weigh one hit 
with the anxious sellers.

The 
growing and retting conditions in 
Western Ontario, where practic¬ 
ally all the Canadian fibre flax 
is at present produced 1 , were very 
favourable, with the result that 
an exceptionally high yield of 
fibre and seed has been obtained. 
Some comlmercial area's have pro¬ 
duced as high as 339 pounds of 
fibre and 16 bushels of mill-run 
seed per acre.
